Prior to tin* entry of the United 
States into the world war, tho non- 
motoring American public, more often 
Guin not, tlmnght good roods were ad­ 
vocated chiefly for the benefit of their 
more fortunate neighbors who owned

They 
were incline*] to regard good road- 
laws as elans legislation and were nil*

man was content to huild for the pres* 
*»nt; tile engineer, as a result of past 
ami not altogether satisfactory exper- 


stuy, 
The (rock, which corresponds 
to the surface of Hie highway, Is built 
of the most substantial and practical 
material to be bud. 
The railroad officials, however, do 
not expect this roadbed and track to 
last forever# without attention.
